Let us no't fear for the final 'triumph, 


of the truth in all such controversies, 
but fear only that we. may be iu the 
wrong, and for that reason try to be 
tolerant .where wo do not see eye to 
eye in non-essentials. The history of 
the Hebrew vowel points, with which 
we c!osed our article' last week, may 
serve to enforce this Christian toler- 
ance. Tt is as interesting as 'it is sad. 
That the Old Testament was originally' 
written in Hebrew is admitted by nil 
scholars. It is not so commonly known 
that for many centuries it.was held 
as a cardinal point of faith that the 
Hebrew as-the oldest language iu the 
world—the original language, and that 
all others arose from the legendary 
confusion of tongues at the tower of 
1-iabel. 
The Hebrew was therefore 


considered not only sacred, but also 
divine; n>at it was.the language which 
God nml the angels spoke in Heaven. 
The further inference was that it must 
consequently be perfect, mid that it 
was siipcrnaturaHy shielded from all 
error in transmission and translation. 
Its inspiration was supposed to cover 
even its accent and punctuation. 'In 
short, Its writers were mere pen-points 
"i the hand of the Almighty—a view 
still held by a few extremists. 


A Spanish -monk. Ttaymndns Mnr- 


timis, of the thirteenth-century is en- 
titled to the honor of first dleovcrin; 
the truth about vowel points, that they 
were not used by the original writers, 
but were an addition of. later date-. 
His belief wns discredited, however, 
so universally that it was not till 
nearly'800 years .later, that Ibis'fact 
received some attention, when it was 
again promulgated, this time by a Jew 
Elias Levita. . 


Then came the Reformation, with 


ils transfer, among Protestants, of 
infallibility from the church of Bomi' 
to the Bible. 
iXotwSthsfamling"' tin- 


increased emphasis now placed on the 
Scriptures as Inerrant, one of the re- 
formers. Zwingli, denied the antiquity 
of these vocal points. It begun to be 
noticed by thoughtful students of the 
Hebrew Bible that vowels were not 
found in the synagogue 
rolls 
from 


which it was taken; further, that the 
Talmud did not mention thorn, and 
that St. Jerome, (400 A. D.), seemed 
to know nothing of them. 


But theology is conservative above 


all other things and a long, painful 
era of contcution followed, with schol- 
ars equally 
learned pitted 
against 


each other over what wns really a 
non-essential matter. More and more 
notwithstanding, the trutii gradually 
but slowly gained the ascendency— 
that Hebrew was only one of several 
ancient tongues. "With this knowledge 
cnme its corollary, that it was humiin' 
like them, and subject to all the inci- 
dents 
of other languages. 
Strange 


and incredible as it may now seem, 
so slowly did this fact find acceptance 
that it was not till (lie year 1SDO. that 
the Encyclopedia 
Jirittanica 
dared 


give the (rue histroy of languages now 
everywhere accepted. What damage fol- 
io wed this disclosure?

Blue Sunday^ I have known-an observ- 
ance of the Lord's Day 'which, was 
strict enough and what blueness it 
had' was akin to the blue of an un- 
clouded skiy. I have also heard of 
Yellow Sunday stained by lawlessness 
and riot and vulgarity which has been 
thrust upon America by aliens and 
recreants. I have also heard of Red 
Sunday wheron anarchy paraded its 
hate for law and order; These com- 
parisons of color indicate 
that we, 


Americans must steer dear of those to 
whom indulgence of their own inclin- 
ations is the first and sole aim of 
life. These people who want a wide- 
open Snuday use loose sloppy terms 
for a sacred institution which has been 
a benediction to the working people 
Because they want to befuddle the pub- 
lic mind.

Tbe Ohio, and 
not the Mississippi, was to them the 
main stream. Therefore, It is "the 
great," not "tlie beautiful," river. Th« 
last was purely French In conception, 
and was fully justified.
